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Rail Union 
Calls Strike 
On Thursday 


Four Major Roads 
Would Be Tied Up In 
Pay, Hour Demands 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 Iff)—The 


Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen today called 
a strike on four major railroads 
beginning at 3 p. m. Thursday. 


President David B. Robertson 


said a work stoppage is "the only 
course left open to obtain loni 
overdue increases in wages and 
improved working, conditions". 


All major railroads have been 


under government seizure for some 
time. This makes the employees 
technically government workers 
and the government quite prob- 
ably will seek a court injunction 
to stop the strike before it begins 


Failure to obey a court order 


would lay the union and its leaders 
open to contempt penalties. 


The strike was termed a "pro- 


gres/ive" one, meaning that whili 
the walkout initially is to affec 
four key railroads and their subsi 
diaries, other rail systems could 
be struck later. 


The four lines on which the 


walkout was ordered Thursday 
are: 


Chicago & Northwestern Rail- 


way, 
including the Chicago, St. 


Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha Rail- 
way. 


Terminal Railroad Association of 


St. Louis. 


Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, in- 


cluding the Buffalo division (form- 
erly Buffalo, Rochester & Pitts- 
burgh Railway) and the Buffalo 
and Susquehanna district. 


Louisville & Nashville Railroad. 
The union represents 105,000 rail 


firemen, enginemen and yardmen, 
but only a maximum of 75,000 of 
these members are affected in the 
current dispute. 
The union an- 


nounced Oct. 24 that a membership 
vote favored a strike 10 to 1. 


Robertson said the controversy 


has been unsettled for two years. 
He said that for 13 months there 
has been a deadlock on its de- 
mands for a general wage increase 
for all its members and a 40-hour 
week for men in yard service. The 
latter now work a 48-hour week. 


The union's most recent demands 


have been for an 18%-cent hourly 
general increase, plus an additional 
15% cents hourly for men in yard 
service until such time as the 40- 
hour work week is adopted in the 
yard service. 


The carriers had offered to meet 


substantially the union's money de- 
mands, but had insisted on working 
rule changes to which the union 
objected. 


Robertson said the strike order 


will be filed with the National 
Mediation Board today. The board, 
which handles rail labor troubles, 
presumably will take up the situa- 
tion with the White House. 


Two other unions, also involved 


Jn the same dispute, have taken no 
steps toward a strike. 


They are the Brotherhood of 


Locomotive Engineers and the Or 
der of Railway Conductors. Their

came to see me," Truman told the 
National Society of Cartoonists.

Another Career As 
Political Spellbinder 
Seen For Skorzeny

will propose a worldwide arms census to the 
United Nations Assembly marks a minor tri- 
umph. 


This government's most serious shortcoming in 


the battle for men's minds has been failure to 
wage relentless offensive on the theme of peace. 
Though the United States took the initiative in 
formation of the United Nations, and did not 
despair of peace until the Soviet Union's ob- 
structionism raised the prospect of a third world 
war, it has been letting the Kremlin exploit tffe 
peace theme both in Europe and in Asia. 


Europeans and Asiatics have been allowed to 


regard the United States as a military power 
obsessed by the theory that co-operative secur- 
ity can be achieved by sheer weight of weap- 
ons and manpower.

ing the United States, had armed 
the Chinese, and now we were dis- 
arming them. In other words, we 
had undertaken to equip 30-odd 
Chinese divisions, equip them with 
guns and things of that kind, and 
then we stpjpped the flow of ammu- 
nition and made a complete em- 
bargo, so we didn't supply it or 
wouldn't let them buy it for a 
period of about 10 months, I be- 
lieve. He just made that observa- 
tion to me, that is all. He wasn't 
called on to do it, but he did do it. 


"FERGUSON: It amounted to 


disarming them because they were 
not getting the ammunition for the 
weapons we had supplied them? 


"Cooke: That is right. 
"Ferguson: What effect would 


the arming of the Nationalists have 
had as far as the Communists were 
concerned? 


"Cooke: Of course, the Commu- 


nists were being very well supplied 
in Manchuria by the Russians from 
the arsenals and from captured 
Japanese, guns and ammunition. 
We were practically certain that 
was going on, and of course in our 
white paper reported 
from our 


diplomatic representatives in Mos- 
cow that it was going on. 


"Ferguson: And General Mar- 


shall had told you that of course 


that amounted to the disarming of 
the Nationalists? 


"Cooke: Yes." 
This Chinese Communist army 


was built up, while the Nationalists 
were disarmed, and now we are 
fighting the Chinese Commuiasts 
in Korea. And for a number of 
years, our State Department issued 
propaganda to the effect that the 
Chiiiesf Communists were buying 
American arms from corrupt Na- 
tionalists. 
The State Department has also 


made many statements of sending 
supplies to Chiang Kai-Shek which 
were wasted. I have from time to 
time stated that there was an em- 
bargo 
against the 
Nationalists 


while the Communists were being 
supplied. Here is Cooke's sworn 
testimony on the subject: 


"Morris": -What was the nature of 


the embargo, Admiral Cooke 


"Cooke: The United States would 


supply no combat equipment of any 
kind, including ammunition, and 
they wouldn't allow the Chinese to 
buy any in the United States. Even- 
tually I think they bought some 
spare parts and maybe some trans- 
port planes, no combat planes but 
transport planes like C-47's and 
C-46's. 


"Morris: Will you tell us when 


this embargo went into effect? 


"Cooke: I can't tell you exactly, 


but it was about the first of August, 
1946. 
"Morris: How long did that stay 


in force? 
"Cooke: Until the following May. 
"Morris: May, 1947? 
"Cooke: Yes. 
"Morris: During the time that 


that was in force was the Chinese 
government able to buy any equip- 
ment in the United States? 


"Cooke: Not so far as I know. 


I am fairly sure not." 


SURREPTITIOUS arrangements 


were made to permit the Chinese 
Nationalists 'to take obsolescent 
munitions which the Marines had 
dumped in Tsingtao. The only ob- 
jection to aiding the Nationalists 
in this way came from John Carter 
Vincent. Here is the record: 


"Ferguson: What did (Vincent) 


say? 
"Cooke: He just said we ought 


to figure out a way to destroy it 
(the munitions). 


"Ferguson: And not give it to the 


Nationalists? 


"Cooke: That is right. 
"Actually we designated a place 


there where we were going to take 
it, and we told them we were going 
to put it there. We didn't tell them 
we were going to give it to them, 
but we were putting it in this 
place, and they did come and get 
it, and of course they did use it.

Inside On Labor 


By Victor Riesel 


Amid The Explosions 


The latest series of atomic explosings in New 


Mexico will have registered on Europeans 
and Asiatics by this time, perhaps even more 
strongly than upon Americans. 


It is unlikely that the Europeans and Asiat- 


ics will be favorably impressed. It is likely they 
will be so ^nfavorably impressed, in fact, that 
high authority in Washington might have cause 
to wonder whether or not the official publicity 
given to the latest explosions may not have 
been a gross blunder in the battle for men's 
minds. 


The United States, deeply preoccupied with 


its own security, cannot afford to ignore the 
reluctance oLpeople elsewhere to face the pros- 
pect of another great war. The war issue was 
important in the British election. Observers in 
Europe say there is an uneasy feeling among 
Europeans that the United States may rush into 
conflict for lack of enough imagination and 
statesmanship to seek a more constructive way 
out of its growing deadlock with the Communist 
conspiracy. 


In Europe, particularly, war is not regarded 


as a solutid^to any problem. 


Irresponsible Leaders 


Everytime there is a wildcat strike in a vital 


industry, it represents a revolt against some 
union organization which has made a contract 
with management. 


Every wildcat strike is an unauthorized work 


stoppage. If these strikes become widespread, 
which is the prediction of Victor Riesel, who 
keeps a close watch over union conditions, they 
will mean that responsible leadership has been 
shoved aside by irresponsible leadership. This 
will mean that contracts between unions and 
management are scraps of paper, unless unions 
can control their own members. 


But most disheartening of all, an epidemic of 


wildcat strikes will mean that the wild-catters 
are able to betray union members at will by 
taking advantage of the members' ignorance 
about their own affairs. It is no secret that 
many of the wild-catters are in sympathy with 
Communist conspiracy and are staging a dem- 
onstration of strength. The only thing that 
makes this possible is their ability to appeal to 
union members over the heads or behind the 
backs of their leaders. The wild-catters are be- 
traying the union movement from the inside 
out

Labor Secretary Tobin, a dynamic 
speaker, are running a series o) 
Democratic rallies right acre*: 
country. Taft's people are sayins 
he will have more labor support 
than any other G.O.P. candidate 
can muster, including General Eis- 
enhower. 


But whether there is labor sup- 


port for Taft or Eisenhower, it is 
certain that a very strong A.F.L 
bloc has begun to roll against Tru 
man—still preponderantly the fav 
orite of many other powerful larxr 
chiefs. Behind the closed doors o 
the A.F.L.'s political strategy ses 
sion in Washington's Hotel Hamil 
ton last Thursday, Truman wa 
bitterly assailed by leaders of some 
four million A.F.L. members. Thi 
was unprecedented. 


Angriest was Dick Gray, Build 


Ing Trades chief, who, using sue! 
phrases as, "We've been kickec 
around," asked, "Are we going to 
follow the Truman policy or mak 
them come clean?" A spokesma 
for Jimmy Petrillo's Musicians 
Union wanted to know why jus 
three Democrats voted against th 
Lea Act which restricted Jimmie' 
activity.

hoices in 1952, whoever they may 
e, many AF.L. labor chiefs will 
ust abandon political action, no 
matter what you hear.

y of C.I O. leader Phil Murray 
ecently. In that you find the sec- 
et to Phil's all-prevading strength, 
not only inside C.I.O, but every- 
where inside labor. 


Not generally know on the out- 


ride, where the public believes that 
abor is really a united movement 
nstead of an alliance of men who 
don't generally know each other 
well, is that Philip Murray is one 
of the fev labor men who knows 
hem all, having come through the 
wars with them. 


For example, when Phil Mur-

Local Democrats aided by the 


C.I.O.-P.A.C. really worked to win 
hose seats. They succeeded in 21 
of the 24. Dewey carried those 
states, but his victory carried only 
three of the critical districts. This 
is fairly good proof that the coat- 
tail strategy was not working. 


In that same election, the Repub- 


licans lost 75 House seat. And 
half of them were in states car- 
ried by Dewey. 
The C.I.O.-P.A.C. people awaken- 


ed" to this new condition long be- 
fore 1948 and shifted their tactics. 
They concentrated on Congress. 
Hence, when they turned out the 
vote in districts for their favorite 
House candidates, they helped elect 
Truman, too. 


The lesson to those who are think- 


ing only of Taft or Eisenhower is 
that even if they elect their man, 
they may well deliver him over to 
a Democratic Congress.

Mr. Silvers Plays Mr. Berle 


Uncle Millie has come a long 


way—perhaps a little too far for 
his own good. The suspicion exists 
that he inspired and was the fic- 
tionalized hero, tt that'* the word 
tor that particular character, of at 
least one novel. Now, he's the 
hero—that word again—of a very 
funny Broadway musical, "Top 
Banana", w h i c h may be the 
lousiest title of the year. 


At any rate, the authors—Hy 


Kraft, who wrote the book, Johnny 
Mercer, who wrote the songs and 
lyrics, 
and Phil Silvers, who 


plays the part — certainly must 
have had Berle in mind when they 
fashioned this extraordinarily ex- 
uberant lampoon of a top television 
comic. 
Bight away, it'i my guess, the 


authors and Silvers were f a c e d 
with a rather serious dilemma. 
Television manages to caricature 
itself so ably that it's difficult to 
Improve on the original. Also, 
Berle's own behavior, both on and 
offstage, is of such an extrava- 
gant nature that it's, almost impos- 
sible to go him one better, short 
of Hying off the stage altogether. 


NEVERTHELESS, Silvers, clear- 


ly the only man in the world who 
could handle the assignment, man- 
ages to surround all of Mr. B's 
eccentricities, notably what might 
be described charitably as a mild 
case of megalomania, with win- 
ning charm and great affability. 


Believe me, that is no easy task; 


the original has worked toward 
this goal for some time now, and 
he still has a considerable distance 
to go. My own response to the 
dramatization of Berle is perhaps 
a little more open-hearted t h a n 
Just everyone's, because of the spe- 
cial nature of the work I do. 


To me there is something funda- 


mentally hilarious, and at the same 
time r a t h e r poignant, in a man 
who has to cart around four gag- 
writers and yes-men to supply him 
with jokes and, more importantly 
to laugh at their own jokes after 
they are restated by Silvers. 


I'm also intrigued by the idea 


of a man who has writers around 
to furnish him similes to conclud 
the sentence "It's as warm as . . ' 
while he's phoning his girl. This i: 
« very nice idea indeed, and 
wish I could afford some writer 
to supply me with witty telephoni 
repartee, my own' behavior o: 
telephones being so cryptic as t 
be completely unintelligible, ex 
cept to a few close frineds who 
over a period of years, have man 
aged to figure out what the grunts 
mean. 


IN FAIRNESS to Berle, it ough 


to be pointed out that he doesn 


need four writers or any writers 
around to supply him with joke's. 
His head is the repository of more 
jokes that Joe Miller ever heard 
of, a good many of which have 
found their way into "Top Banana" 
Somehow they seem funnier com- 
ing off a stage than they do com- 
ing out of my TV 
screen, con- 


ceivably because Berle takes them 
seriously and Silvers doesn't, 


"Top Banana", I had better ex- 


plain right now, is no "Pal Joey", 
not even a "Call Me Madam". Well, 
let's come right out with it; it 
ain't art, it's just theater and fre- 
quently not very good theater. 
Whenever the. stage is bereft of 
Silvers and his retimue of yesmen, 
chiefly so that the authors can fur- 
ther a preposterous and hopelessly 
unnecessary love affair between 
a couple of juveniles, "Top Bana- 
na" starts coming apart at the 
seams. Fortunately, Silvers' tal- 
ents 
are 
extensively employed 


iroughout most of the two hours, 
nd the show is a personal triumph 
>r one of the most umderrated 
omics in the business. 
It's also something of a triumph 
or Berle. You can now take Berle 
traight on his own TV show.- Or 
ou can get him in book form. Or 
ou can go watch Silvers' elabora- 
ons on the original theme. That's 
uite a lot of Berle and it's my 
uess that it pretty well exhausts 
le Berle possibilities for the time 
eing. About the only thing left to

Truclt Bypass Flan 


City Council agreed Monday 


night on a plan to apply a 6-inch 
slag surface to State St. so it will 
serve as a truck bypass to keep 
heavy traffic off St. George and 
Mulberry. Sts. and the Pennsyl- 
vania Ave. "Hill Road." 


The short street links Pennsyl- 


vania Ave., near the Garfield 
School, and the River Road at 
Ralston's Crossing. The measure 
approved last night was a compro- 
mise on a *2,500 program turned 
down last May. 


After the unimproved street is 


slagged', councilmen indicated, 
legislation will be enacted requir- 
ing heavy traffic to use the bypass 
when traveling between East End 
and downtown. 


As recommended by Councilman 


Harry Wilson, Streets Committee 
chairman, the work calls for grad- 
ing, ditching and the sthick slag 
surface. Council approved a mo- 
tion to provide funds, but no esti- 
mate was available immediately. 


The plan was introduced origin- 


ally by Councilman Bert H. Good- 
ballet, who said heavy traffic was 
ruining the brick pavement on St. 
George St., which connects with 
the River Road, and was interfer- 
ing with travel on Mulberry St, 
the East End business district. 


In addition, he reported, heavy 


trucks are a hazard on the steep 
grades on either end of the "Hill 
Road." 


But trucks shied away from the 


State St. bypass because it was 
rough and dusty, the councilman 
explained. 
Council turned down 


the original proposal as too costly, 
The railroad overpass at Halston's 
Crossing should be marked with 
clearance signs before trucks are 
sent through it, Councilman Wilson 
said.

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Wage Policies 
Are Defended 
By Johnston 


Cost-Of-Living Boost 
Fair, C.I.O. Meeting 
Told By Stabilizer 


NEW YORK. Nov. 6 Oft—Econo- 


mic Stabilizer Eric Johnston saic 
today that while the wage line is 
not frozen, neither is it a "sieve 
for wage inflation". 


Johnston, in an address at the 


national C.I.O. convention, said the 
government's wage policies 
are 


fair and assure "real earnings" 


At the same time, he added, they 


provide "a strong framework of 
over-all wage stabilization". 


The basic policy of allowing pay 


increases to keep pace with cost- 
of-living rises is fair, Johnston said, 
and was hammered out by labor, 
management and public represen- 
tatives "working together in good 
faith on the Wage Stabilization 
Board". 


"It is a policy which assumes 


we can hold the cost of living with- 
in bounds," Johnston 
declared. 


"And if we're to do that, then wage 
rates must also be held within 
bounds." 


"Prices also must be held within 


bounds," the economic controls 
chief added, "we are pushing the 
program of tailored price regula- 
tions as the most effective way 
to hold the price line. When costs 
are down, the public should get 
the benefit in lower price ceilings. 
That's our determined goal. 


"In living with the wage policy, 


labor makes a good bargain—it 
trades something for something. 
For wage adjustments which are 
less in many cases than the traffic 
would bear it receives in return 
the assurance of stability, and that 
means the maintenance of real 
wages. 


"This does not mean that labor 


isn't entitled to continue to share 
in increased output—in actual in- 
creased productivity. I think it 
should. That's fair and reasonable 
and will not be unstabilizing." 


Johnston's remarks w(ere consid- 


ered .significant, even though he 
has submitted his resignation to be 
effective probably before Dec. 1. 


That's the date when C.I.O. Pres- 


ident Philip Murray will bagin ne- 
gotiating for a new contract in the 
steel industry. He heads the mil- 
lion-member Steelworkers' Union, 
which is demanding about a 20-cent 
hourly pay increase. 


Present stabilization policy would 


permit the steel employees only 
about four cents an hour, because 
of increases last year which are 
included in the 10-to-12 per cent ceil- 
ing of automatic boosts. 


In order to get more than the 


cost-of-living formula would allow, 
Murray'! steelworkers must show 
they are increasing efficiency in 
the plants and boosting production 
with a companion saving in unit 
cost to their employees. 


On that basis, the W. S. B. might 


approve an extra four or five cents 
an hour.

^Borrowed Heart9 May Aid Operations 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 6 (R— 


Two or three years from now it 
may be possible for a person to 
use someone else's heart for a few 
minutes while the doctors repair 
lis own defective "ticker". 


Some day a person may live 


with an extra heart grafted into 
lis abdomen. Beating along inde- 
pendently of the diseased heart in 
lis chest, it would help to keep 
lis body supplied with blood. 


These prospects were put before 


he American College of Surgeons 
;oday by two groups of research- 
rs. 
The borrowed heart technique 


was worked out on dogs by seven 
Jniversity of California doctors. 
Theoretically the method should 
work also on humans, but numer- 
ous little "bugs" have to be dis- 
xised of before it can be tried in 
ihe operating room.

veins and arteries of a second dog 
while a third animal is prepared 
to receive the organ as a graft.

Transplanted hearts so far will 


not beat regularly for longer than 
48 hours, Dr. Marcus said, but he 
is trying to lengthen that period.

LONDON, Nov. 6 (fl — King 


George VI, announcing the Con- 
servative party'* policy in a tra- 
ditional speech from the throne, 
declared today Great Britain's de- 
fense program is threatened by in- 
flation. 


Speaking for the party in power 


—Winston Churchill's T o r i e s,— 
the king said the "problem of in-

lacing the new. government. Prime 
Minister Churchill will make pro- 
posals to tackle the problem "in 
the immediate future", the mon- 
arch said in the address which 
opened the first formal session of 
the new parliament. 


He s k e t c h e d a Conservative 


party program retaining some of 
the emergency economic and de- 
fense measures which otherwise 
would expire next month. 


But the Conservatives will pro- 


pose a bill erasing Labor's nation- 
alization of the iron and steel in- 
dustry. The speech indicated re- 
tention of some of the Labor gov- 
ernment's social services, includ- 
ing the free health plan, and prom- 
ised to strive for efficient admin- 
istrator of it. 


The king's speech was prepared 


for him by Churchill and the Con- 
servative cabinet, and this is, in 
effect, the Conservative party pro- 
gram. 


Churchill was scheduled to elab- 


orate on the king's speech later 
in the day. 


Since the king is still confined 


to Buckingham Palace, recuperat- 
ng from a serious lung operation, 
toe speech was read for him at a 
joint meeting of t h e Houses of 
Lords and Commons. 


The king told parliament that a

State led the nation today in at- 
tendance for home football games, 
according to a survey of 89 schools 
for the first half of the 1951 season. 


The Buckeyes, in four home dates 


through Oct. 27, attracted 305,101 
people. Michigan is rignt behind 
with 301,739 for four at home. 


The survey showed college foot- 


ball is reversing the sports at- 
tendance slump with a five per 
cent increase. A similar check last 
season at the same time showed 
a two per cent decline with tele- 
vision catching the blame. 


The East, where the new con- 


trolled TV policies of the NCAA 
would seem to have most effect, 
shows a surprising 14 per cent in- 
crease. The South and Far West 
each are up six per cent. 


Midwest attendance remains al-
